We last week stated that the measures adopted by

the case, or who had read the masterly argument of 
Mr. Macdonogh. The Chief Justice, on the part of 
himself and the other members of the court, altoge- 
ther disclaimed any jurisdiction over the desisions of 
a court of, at least, co-ordinate jurisdiction. Although 
the argument ail novi Aatis good either in law nor 
politics, it is scarcely possible that neither in ancient 
times, when the power of the courts was arbitrary, 
nor, in modern times, when the acuteness and ingenu- 
ity of lawyers is exerted to the utmost, no appeal had 
ever been made to the Court of Common Pleas against 
a decision of the Queen's Bench, if euch an appeal 
lay. There is no instance to be found in which the 
decision of any court of criminal jurisprudence, 
much less that of a court of such high authority as 
the Queen's Bench, has been investigated and con- 
sidered on a Aabeas corpus. The judges unanimously 
gave their opinion that they had no right to take to 
them the power of over-ruling the decision which 
had been come to by the Court of Queen's Bench. 
No further appeal remains. Miss Aylward must pass 
through the period of her coveted martyrdom ; or 
she may end at once her imprisonment and the 
distress of a parent, by producing the child which 
has been so cleverly concealed. 


Tas is an era of irregular diplomatists. Mr. Cob- 
den suddenly became High Commissioner when he 
had opened his patterns before the Court of the Tui- 
leries. He has the discredit of the French Com- 
mercial Treaty. The Emperor now has mesmerised 
not only Mr. Cobden but John Bright. Perhaps 
some treaty is on the ‘apis respecting the inconve- 
nient latitude allowded to the English press. Mr. 
Cobden's beau ideal of a newspaper is a a sheet con- 
sisting of mere telegrams and scraps of news “ with- 
“out impertinent leading articles." They wil] 
readily accord with the Imperial ideas respecting 
freedom of the press. 

Another uncommissioned diplomatist arrived from 
America on Saturday. Mr. Lindsay, who undertook 
thejcause ofthe British shipowners, though repudiated 
by the shipowners themselves, enjoyed a week's 
diplomatic negociation at Washington. If we are to 
trust the telegraphic dispatches, Mr. Lindsay has 
removed all those difficulties which our resident 
Envoy could not remove. He has persuaded the 
Washington Cabinet to impose upon captains of 
ships complete responsibility, not only for the cargo, 
but the lives of the passengers. Rules are to be 
issued respecting “the road at sea.” . Every diffi. 
culty is to be settled respecting “lights,” “ signals,” 
“ desertions,” “ punishment of crime,” “ settlement 
“ of disputes” between seamen and captains, and “ the 
“ establishment of shipping offices” throughout the 
United States. 

Of these, that which relates to punishment for 
crime was the most imperatively called for. The 
cruelty perpetrated on board American ships has 
become proverbial. Seamen have been beaten to 
death by brutal captains and mates, and yet the law 
was invoked in vain. The stars and stripes protected 
the murderer on the open sea. 

But the English ship-owners specially complained 
of the unfairness of the Americans, as respects the 
coasting trade. With imprudent liberality the Eng- 
lish laws allow an American vessel to trade from 
port to port in Hngland itself, aid a large proportion 
of even our home qcasting trade is carried on by 
American skippers. The Amegicans not only exclude 
our vessels from {their imusediate coasting trade, 
but by a most extreordinary interpretation of geo- 
graphical rules, attempt to exclude them from the 
sea board of Central America.
